As 
to the statement that these fast trains only 
earried New York papers, he did not believe 
it well founded, but even if they do no more 
than dist newspapers rapidly, 
that would be accomplishing a good deal, be- 
canse the people of all parts ol the country 
were always anxious to get the New York 
papers. Without reaching a vote, the bill 
went over. 
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“THE TARIFF BILL. 

The debate on the tariff bill occupied the 
remainder of the session. The low tariff men 
had decidedly the best of it, both in debate 
and yoting to-day, and the proceedings were 
full of interest. While the crockery and 
glassware schedule was under consideration, 
Mr. Vance, replying to a statement that 90 
per cent of the cost of manufacturing these 
atticles went to the support of American 
labor, said the figures showed that the mate- 
rial and labor tegether did not amount to 75 
per cent. To show the interest taken by 
these manufacturers in American labor, he 
read the circular of the Malaga glass man- 
ufacturing company, of New Jersey, 
announcing that after four months idle- 
ness, caused by strikes, they have resumed 
operations and are working with French 
operatives who have proved equal, if not 
superior, to the native American workmen.

Dorsey's Resignation—Uis Ciaim ot Indersement by 
Beth Garfield and Arthur. 

WASHINGTON, January 17.—The republi- 
can national committea met at the Arlington 
this morning. All the states, territories, and 
the District of Columbia were represented. 
Marshal Jewell presided. He submitted the 
following letter from Mr. Dorsey, resigning 
the office of secretary of the republican na- 
tional committee. He says: There was no 
act of minein respect to the management of 
the presidential campaign, either as to its 
general-scope or as to any of its numberless 
details, that was not thoroughly known to 
our candidates for president and vice-presi- 
dent, and by them and each of them fully 
approved, both before and after the elections. 


In the very nature of circumstances | 
was forced to do many things upon 
my own responsibility, and yet in 


that entire campaign, nothing was done by 
me that was not most heartily sanctioned by 
Generals Garfield and Arthur. The only re- 
gret on their part seemed to be that there 
was a jimit to my physical endurance, and 
even this regret vanished when the result 
was made knownin November, 1880, when 
we all supposed a great victory had been 
achieved. Owing to the engagements else- 
where I have not been able to attend the last 
two meetings of the committee. Besides I 
have been alfected with disease of the eyes 
since last May, and for the last three months, 
have been confined to my house, and com- 
pelled to remain in a darkened room.’’ The 
resignation was accepted, and John A. Mar- 
tin, of Kansas, was unanimously elected sec- 
retary. On motion of Mr. Morgan, the 
thanks of the committee* were unanimously 
tendered George W. Hooker, assistant secre- 
tary. for the able and eflicient manner in 
which he had discharged the duties of that 
office. ‘Thechairman called for the report of 
the special committee, appointed a year 
avo, tv present a plan for the choice of 
delegates to the next national republi- 
can convention. Mr. Chandler,  chair- 
man of the’ special; committee, stated 
the action of the sub-committee at a 
meeting held last night. and discussed the 
question submitted. The future busis of és 
resentation had been submitted to a sub- 
committee to report upon the best plan, but 
as many planshad been submitted as there 
was members of the sub-committee, Senator 
Logan moved a substitute for all the new 
propositions, that the basis of representation 
shall remain as heretofore. This motion was 
agreed to after debate, occupying tbe greater 


part of the day, the votes standing 21 to 15. ; 


The present plan of representation is 
retained,

Jones, chairman of the national committee 
of the national greenback-labor party, will, 
with the advice and approval of the mem bers 
of congressin sympathy with the national 
party, issue an address to the public and eall 
fora meeting of the national committee in 
this city, to be held on or about February 
22. The address to be issued at this time 
will direct the attention of the people of the 
country to the assertion, which Mr, Jones in- 
sists upon as an unquestionable fact, that the 
national party has shown by an increased 
vote that its aims and principles are ap- 
proved more generally than ever before: that 
the two larger parties, republican and demo- 
cratic, aregiven over to a merely sectional 
and factional struggle, in which all questions 
of principle are subordinated to a consuming 
greed for the retention or captureof govern- 
ment patronage. Mr. Jones has no doubt 
that the call fora national committee meet- 
ing will meet with a cordial response, and 
that afull meeting of the members of the 
committee in answer to the calljwill be held 
at the time proposed.

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A STRANGE STORY. 


THE 


ABDUCTION OF ZERELDA 
GARRISON IN ST. LOUIS. 


Evidence Clear That She Was a Willing Captive—The 
Family Physician Comes to the Rescue, and 
Recommends That She Be Sent to 
an <Asylum-—Public Excitement. 


Str. Lovis, January 17.—Miss Zeralda Gar- 
rison has been taken east by her uncle, O. 8. 
Garrison, by advice of the family physician, 
to be placed in an asylum for the treatment 
of nervous diseases. A card signed by Drs. 
G.5S. Walker and C, W. Stevens, is published, 
in which they state that a‘full examination 
of her mental condition showed the young 
lady to be deficient in the developments of 
her mental faculties as to make her irrespon- 
sible at times for her actions. Irregularities 
in her natural functions, well-known to the 
family physicians, account.for this. With 
regard to her physical condition, an exami- 
nation warranted the conclusion that she was 
not subjected to any physical violation dur- 
ing the time of her disappearance. Mrs, Levy 
says she will swear the girl was a willing cap- 
tive and her whole story clashes with that 
told by Miss Garrison. Mrs. Levy has been 
in the habit of renting rooms to single 
gentlemen only. She says that about 
two weeks ago four young men, perhaps 
twenty-five years of age, rented her two up- 
stairs rooms. They said they were employed 
by a telephone company, but did not give 
their names. On last Saturday afternoon two 
of the young men came in, and she thought 
she heard a woman’s voice as they went up 
stairs. Soon afterone of them came down 
and told her that ‘‘Frank’s wife’’ had come, 
The young man referred to as Frank was. 
absent atthe time anddid not return till the 
following Wednesday. 

GOING OUT FOR HER MEALS. 

His companions gave up one of the rooms 
to the young lady and accompanied her 
when she went out for her meals, the whole 
party going north on Eighth street. When 
‘Frank’? returned Mrs. Levy told him that 
his wife had arrived, and he answered that 
he had no wife and that the boys: must have 
“put upa job” on him. Mrs. Levy thinks 
that the other two men subsequently saw 
Frank and told him what to say, as he ex- 
plained later that he had a wife and had been 
only joking. She thinks they had alsoforced 
Miss Garrison to recognize him as her hus- 
,and, as when they met the voung lady put 
> ut her hand to him with evident reluctance. 

Miss Garrison was still allowed to retain 
her room alone and on Thursday all the men 
left except ‘‘Frank,’’ and he, too, seemed to 
become alarmed after reading the morning 
papers and left the place. Mrs. Levy saw the 
newspaper accounts in the evening and be- 
came convinced that ber jodger was the miss 
ing girl. She at once directed Miss Garrison 
to the police station. The young man 
‘‘Frank’’ came in while the detectives were 
in the house and told her to tell the 
whole story. He was arrested by the officers, 
but itappears was subsequently, for some 
reason, released. He gave his nameas Frank 
Moore. Another man named Jack Hughes, 
alias Hooje, a well-known thief, whose pic- 
ture adorns the rogues’ gallery in several, 
metropolitan cities, went to the garrison 
house and told them he would turn up the 
girl for five hundred dollars. He wasarrested, 
and although it is alleged he was one of the 
quartette,, he, too, was released soou aiter 
being taken into custody. 

THE GIRL STICKS TO HER STORY. 

The girl sticks to her original story. She 
says after leaving the Fifth street car Satur- 
day she continued along Carondelet avenue, 
in the direction pointed out to her by the car- 
starter, until, she reached the Alexian Broth- 
ers’ hospital, wheretwo men came from some 
small heuses across the street; one of them 
wasa blonde, heavy man. This man came 
up to her and asked her where she was going. 
She repulsed him, when he retorted: ‘Well, 
you need not beso pert; I know where you 
are going; it’sto the convent. But come with 
me, I'll take you to a better place.”’ 

The young lady became alarmed and start- 
ed to run away, but the man caught her by 
the shoulder and a handkerchief saturated 
with chlorotorm was held to her face. She 
lost consciousness and when she regained her 
senses was in rooms unknown to her. There 
was food and wine upon a table and trashy 
books were scattered about. Soon a woman 
entered the place and Miss Garrison asked 
the meaning of her situation. In response 
she was addressed as Mrs. Arnold and told 
that her husband had brought her there to be 
taken care of. 

To the protestations of Miss Garrison the 
woman made no response, but poured out 
some wine, which was refused by the young 
lady, and then went out, locking the door. 
A little later the man who had spoken to 
Miss Garrison on the street came in and gave 
her to understand that if she remained quiet 
no harm would be done her. He told her to 
write to her family and tell them that she 


would be released if money 
were paid, but she was too weak to 
write at the time and hs went 


away, saying he would give her another op- 
portunity. He came again Thursday and she 
wrote a letter according to his dictation. She 
remained a prisoner until yesterday after- 
noon, when the woman who was her keeper 
entered the room and asked if her pame was 
Garrison. Upon being answered in the affirm- 
ative the woman said she was sorry she had 
been instrumental in detaining her and offer- 
ed to release her. She then led Miss Garrison 
out into an alley and showed her how to 
reach the third district station, which was 
near by. 

| MRS. LEVY'S STORY CORROBORATED. 

The story that the girl was not detained 
against her will is sustained by statements of 
disinterested parties. The cashier and waiters 
in a respectable restaurant not far from Mrs. 
Levy's state that Miss Garrison, whom they 
describe in an unmistakable manner, visited 
their place daily, sometimes alone. sometimes 
accompanied by youpg men. A newsdealer 
also testified that she visited his store several 
times during the week and yesterday morn- 
ing went there alone and purchased a copy 
of “‘Nana,”’ which book was found in the 
room she occupied. 

The POlice have been very reticent, but to- 
day they officially made it known that they 
were able and ready to promptly arrest the 
alleged abductors and would do so as soon as 
the Garrison family expressed a determina- 
tion to prosecute them.

A MISER’S LOSS. 


The Death of a Man Who Did Not Kaow How te 
Live.

THE MILWAUKEE INCENDIARY. 


of the Newhall—Noerrible Scenes at the Ruins. 
_Mitwavxer, January 17.—A week has 
elapsed since the Newhall house went down 
in ruims, amid the agonizing shrieks of vic- 
tims, and the full extent of the disaster 
remains unknown. The wildest reports that 
spre over the city, and thence to the 
utmost part of the civilized world, on the day 
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of the disaster, are fully realized, and still 
the ee and shovel of the laborer continue 
to adé to thevhorrors. The north wall having 
been torn down, the workmen began excava- 
ting the two sections that were left untouched 
on account of the danger that menaced from 
the tottering pile of brick and mortar. 
They were rewarded in the work with the 
discovery of the body of a large man at the 
foot of the old entrance for ladies, which was 
closed when the elevator was placed in the 
house. The boy was doubled over the 
foundation wall, the greater portion of it 
lying out upon the sidewalk, face dowm The 
unfortunate victim had without a doubt 
made his way to the head of the stairs, found 
it to Ge on fire, and all retreat being ¢ut off, 
made a tremendous leap through the sea of 
flame for the pavement, and struck over the 
walls. The matting of the street entrance 
was baked and matted in the flesh of the ab- 
domen, but there was nothing on the body 
which would lead to identification. They 
were the remains of a very large man. Quite 
a distance has been made into the court,where 
it was expected a large number of bodies 
would be found without revealing any new 
ones, and opinion now prevails that 
the inmates of the house who were 
aroused by the roar of flames, made. their 
way to the Michidin and Broadway fronts, 
and that the worst features of the terrible 
disaster are now known, and that very few 
bodies remain inthe ruins. The crowd of 
people that stand about the pavements out- 
side the cordon was as large to-day as it was 
at the beginning of the search, the modifica- 
tion in the weather having added recruits to 
the watchers. The first impressions created 
by the awful calamity, however, have worn 
off, and the ag Pe oe oy of the patrol wagon 
to convey its horrible freightage to the dead- 
house jisoften greeted-with coarse gestures 
and laughter by hard-hearted wretches, who 
congregate in groups ahout the premises. 
MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF BOOKS. 

The safe has been recovered from the ruins 
and opened, but nota book or paper of any 
kind, sliowing who were in the hotel when it 
was burne‘i, was found. . There were numer- 
ous papers, documents, and three blank 
books, no* register, no transfer book, and no 
memorandum of the guests of employes. In 


view of the _ fact, that papers and 
books and of every size and_ kind, 
were found in every direction 


aniy partially consumed, the vanishing of 
such solid books asthe register and its com- 
panion is regarded as mysterious and unex- 
plainable. Other books, known to have been 
in the office, were found in part, but nothing 
to show the two that would now be beyond 
all price ever existed. 
THE SUPPOSED INCENDIARY. ‘ 
Some apprehensions is felt that an attempt 
will bé made to lynch Scheller, the bar- 
keeper of the Newhall, who is under arrest 
on suspicion of having set the house on fire, 
The arrest was made by Lieutenant Jan- 
sen and officer Hannifin in 
Roth’s “Quiet bouse’’ corner Mason street 
and Broadway. Scheller did not seem very 
much surprised and made no statement. He 
looked pretty badly broken up. He has been 
drinkipes heavily since the fire and his face 
shows Gilects of the spree. The prisoner 
was locked up.on the charge of arson, and 
was immediately transferred to the county 
jail, where he was locked up in an upper cell. 
He did not speak tothe jailer. The officers 
are very reticent about the detailsof the 
arrest. It is reported that Scheller was arrest- 
ed phoper an 4 on the statement of Linehan 
and another employe, who claim they saw 
Scheller in the wood-room, where Lineham 
says the fire originated, and says he was there 
after3a.m. Application was made at the 
sheriffs office fur the opportunity to talk 
with the prisonor, which was refused. Dis- 
trict Attorney Clark also refused: to let any- 
one see Scheller, his excuse being that he is 
afraid an atfempt will be made to lynch him. 
The investigation of Scheller developed the 
story that he had been strongly suspected of 
an attempt to set the house oni fire or blow 
it up two weeks before the fatal night, by 
leaving all the gas burners turned on fuil, 
in his saloon, and leaving one jet lighted 
and turned low, so that when the room had 
become sufficiently filled with gasthe small 
flame would cause an explosion. The un- 
expected entrance of the head porter frus- 
trated the scheme. The schemer’s reputation 
is not very savory, and to-day’s publication 
reflects upon Antisel, the proprietur of the 
hotel. Tne schemer was a protege of Anti- 
sel’s,

A RICH EDITOR DIES. 


Death of Joseph Sailer, the Uriginator of the Newspa- 
per Financial Feature. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 17.—Joseph Sailer, 
late financial editor of the Public Ledger, 
died in this city, aged seventy-four. He was 
born in Clarksboro, N. J., and had been iden- 
tified with journalism since his nineteenth 
year. He acted as financial editor of the Pub- 
lic Ledger from 1840 until the first of the pres- 
ent year, when he was retired at full pay. He 
began first on the Woodbury (N. J.) Constitu- 
tion, then came tothis city and bought an 
interest inghe Spirit of the Times, serving at 
the same @: as correspondent of the New 
York Journal of Commerce. He wasthe first 
man in America tocomment upon financial 
topics in the money columns of a newspaper, 
and during more than forty years of service 
on the Ledger there was scarcely a day when 
that department did not contain something 
from his pen.

Mr. Crymes 
then stated that he felt sleepy, and if his wife 
would excuse him he would laydown and takea 
nap. He then kissed his three little children af- 
fectionately and began his last sleep. About 
8 o’clock Mr& Crymes heard her husband snoring 
very loudly but she thought nothing of it. 
Shortly after, she detected a gurgling sound in his 
throat, as ifcatching for breath, and at once enter- 
ed the room where he was. She at once saw from 
the looks of his face, that something was wrong, 
and forthwith :aroused her neighbors and tele- 
phoned fora physician, Assoon as they arrived 
it was atonce seen that Mr. Crymes was past med- 
icalaid.

It was the first house of wor- 
Churehb of Zion. This historical 
landmark has stood empty and deserted all 
these years. During this timeit has been 
visited by thousands of travelers and curios- 
‘ty seekers. It isa wonderfully queer old 
structure, with mammoth windows and 
great box-pews. It stands upon a hill near the 
center of the village, and can be seen for 
miles around. Strange to say, there is no one 
who claims to be the owner of the old temple. 
An aged matron of the Mornron faith has for 
years held the key of the building, and has 
conducted the thousands of visitors through 
its balls. It wasin 1832 that JLe Smith and 
his followers, who numbered bundreds of 
new converts, left Kirtland forthe far west. 
The prophet sought a far-oll wilderness where 
they would not be denied freedom of thought 
and opportunity for religious growth. It was 
a strange parting of friends in Kirtland on 
the dav_of the departure, a cold day in the 
dead of winter. ‘The party suffered all man- 
ner of hardships before they finally settled 
on the shores of the Great Salt Lake. The 
band of wanderers were nearly swallowed 
up by the wilderness, and it was many years 
afterward that the friendsin Kirtland heard 

rom their lost relatives. The party went down 
the Ohio river to Louis, and from 
there to St. Charles, Mo., where numbers of 
the party died from the cholera, which was 
raging in that vicinity. The little band wan- 
dered about in two states and settled in vari- 
ous places. They did not reach. Salt Lake 
until July 24, 1544. In the meantime, the 
anti-polygamists had settled in Plano, Illi- 
nois, 

During his residencein Kirtland Joe Smith 
run a banking house, and many of the ‘'wiid 
cat’ bilis of his bank are yet in circulation. 
A ten dollar bill, dated March 4, 1837, came 
to light the other day and is well worth pre 
serving asarelic. Onit is the inscription: 
“The Kirtland Society Safety Bank will pay 
on demand toQ. H yde or bearer three dollars. 
Kirtland, Ohio, March 4, 1837. J. Smith, Jr., 
Cashier; S. Rigdon President.”’ Some 
ime during November a stranger ap- 
peared in Kirtland. He dropped down on 
the yillage-one evening, and calling at the 
little hotel across the road from the old tem- 
ple, inscribed his name on the twelve-page 
register asfoliows: ‘Rev. J. Kelly, Plano, 
lll.”’ Bhe fact of his presence and that on 
the first day of his arrival he visited each of 
the four Mormon families that remain in the 
town aroused considerable talk and comment 
in the usually quiet village. The following 
week brooms and brushes. were busy in the 
temple, and on the next Sunday morning the 
announcement was made that there would be 
services that day in the old temple, The 
primitive Mormons anda few villagers, who 
attended out of mere curiosity, occupied the 
big wooden pews, Services were held by Rev. 
J. Kelly on the next Sabbath also, and a huge 
strip of canvass, bearing the following words, 
‘The Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints,’’ was placed across the 
front of the old structure. Soon- after came 
the announcement from Plano, Illinois, that 
the sum of $3,000 had been raised in Plano, 
and had been appropriated for putting the 
id in repair again. In its best 
days the temple in its interior was di- 


vided into what were termed ‘“‘curtain rooms”

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by means of immense strips of canvas 
depending from huge rollers fastened at the 
ceiling. A new set of rollers and new strips

without exception bear it out. 

Mr. Hanson, the chairman of the commit- 
tee, gave to us on yesterday in a conversation 
of several hours, the proof of the statement oi 
his committee, the reasons for the condition 
of things complained of, and the remedy. He 
fortified his position with some details that 
would astound the public if they were 
printed, and that make even a stronger array 
than the substance of his general statements 
which we print to-day, and to which we in- 
vite the attention of our people. 

He holds that the trouble comes from ven- 
tures based upon a false assumption of pro- 
fits, 1 misapprehension of what cotton spin- 
ning needs, and a false understanding ot the 
situation. There our mills throughout the 
south, hesays, loosely built and equipped 
and still more loosely managed, working 
without reference to the law of demand and 
supply, buying cotton at hap-hazard and 
selling yarns through agents that are incom- 
petent or worse. The product of every mill 
that is thus sold, damages as far as it goes 
the sale of the product of every other mill, 
unsettles the price andthe market. The south- 
ern mill thus running a go-as-you-please sched 
ule, are in competition with the best mills 
in the world, managed by shrewd and ex- 
perienced men, timing the throb of their 


the uttermost gasp of energy and of their 
machinery the uttermost ounce of product. 
We haye not printed in many a day a more 
important warning than is uttered by Mr. 
Hanson. Very much —more than most of us 
care to admit—depends on the permanent and 
complete success of cotton-weaving and cot- 
ton-spinning in our state and section. Its 
rapid, continuous and steadtast growth is in- 
dispensable to our prosperity. Now, isn’t it 
possible that, in our enthusiasm over our new 
mills and the music of our new spindles, we 
have taken too much forgranted? Mr. Hanson 
says, and his argument seems conclusive, 
that we have only one cent per pound advant- 
the New England mills. 
If by any slip we 
that margin, our Yankee cousins, 
their superior capital and bottom, 
not hesitate to cut prices and crowd our mills 
to the wall. They will not yield so impor- 
tant an industry as cotton spinning even in 
part to us, withouta struggle in which the 
skill of three generations of spinners, the ac- 
cumu ation of fifty years of spinning and the 
natural activeness of a people who have 
swapped and traded from Plymouth Rock 
to date, will be set against inexperienced 
managers, scanty capital and the habits of a 
people who are lavish by education and in- 
stinct.

Mr. Hanson has just been elected president of the 
“Southern Cotton Manufacturers’ association’’~—a 
deserved compliment from a convention in which 
he was a pioneer, to one of the most intelHgent 
and successfal of our southern manufacturers. 
Few men are so Well equipped for a discussion 
of industrial or economic questions as Mr. Hanson, 
and no manu has given more earvest or painstaking 
study to the subjects on which he speaks. A/strong 
thinker, a man of positive convictions, a direct and 
straight forward talker, he seldom says anythiog 
without having something to say. a characteristic 
as commendable as it is rare. We cannot do bet- 
ter for our readers than to reproduce the substance 
of what he said on points of public interest. 

Touching the circularissued by the executive 
committee of which Mr. Hanson is the head, we 
expressed surprise at the assertion contained there- 


in that cotton spinning in the south 
was on 4 decline. Mr. Hanson said: 

“That proposition is based oa facts. Our mills 
in Macon make as good a show- 
ing As any and yet my books 


show that we cleared $22,000 less last year than the 
year before, although we hed § 50,000 more invest- 
ed in machinery than in 1881. W» cleared $72,000 
on our capital of $425,000 in 1881 and only $50,000 in 
1882. Something of this may be dueto the fact 
that cotton was unusually high and yarns unus 
ually low that year. but more was due toother 
causes—causes tha; will operate every year and 
deepen in effect until they are remedied.” 
A DISORGANIZED PATCH OF MILLS. 

‘‘What are these causes”’’ 

‘In the first place, we have tuilt too many mills 
in the south in the last few years. Inspired by the 
flattering estimates of what southern mills were do- 
ing andcould do—told that we had an advantage 
of about two cents a pound over New England mills 
and led to believe that cotton machinery, set up 
anywhere and run by anybody in almost any sort 
of way, wold pay big profit’, we 
have had a number of mills built with- 
out calculation and operated without judgment. 
Many mills were put upin a loose and unwork- 
manlike manner, and then given to a farmer or 
merchant or professional man to manage. The re- 
sult has been damaging to the mills themselves, 
and to southern mills in general.’’ 

“The south has an advantag? over the north in 
manufacturing?’’ 

“Yes: but nothing like what has been claimed. 
The advantage we have is just the difference in the 
price of cotton in Maconand in Boston, which is 
aboutone cent. Weget labor cheaper than the 
New Englanders can, but they get better labor. So 
that on the labor question one advantage balances 
the other. This leaves us as ouronly margin the 
difference in the pr ce of cotton. Against this mar- 
gin the New England spinners bring the very best 
business training—fifty years of experience—the 
most accurate system of business—perfect organiza- 
tion—a thorough understanding of the cotton mark- 
et in which they buy and of the goods market 
in which they sell, and ofthe general laws of trade 
and finance—buildings and machinery that stand 


as the perfection of three generations, building and 
operating one mill right against another. You can 
easily see how competing millsin the south—built 
without experience or model, equipped by what- 
ever machinery an agent offers atthe lowest prices, 
run by men who have been trained as farmers or 
lawyers or merchants, buying cotton without judg- 
mentand selling goods without knowing anything 
of the markets, and each mill working in ignorance 


of what other mills are doing, 
and setting its own price on yarns 
or Ccloth—how easily, I say, sach mills can 


eat up the vantage margin of one cent per pound 
and the New England margin of profit and come 
out with a loss beside. The truthis, many of our 
mills have run ata loss, when they might have 
made money.”’ 

THE REMEDY THA®,IS PROPOSED, 

‘‘What remedy do you propose?’’ 

‘‘In the first place, that we get down to bottom 
facts. We have been running too long on the in- 
spiration of fanciful profits and advantages. 
John Stuart Mills says that political economy is de- 
ductions from assumptions rather than facts. Many 
of the cotton-spinning mills in the south have been 
run on the same basis. They have been able to 
coutinue because of the general good times. They 
could not stand a panic or the depression that fol- 
lows a panic. It is important, therefore, that we 
should take our bearings, in times of prosperity, 
and prepare for whatever may be ahead of us. 

‘In the second place there is strength in organiza- 
tions always. I am satisfied that if the mills of the 
south had shut down six weeks last summer or 
run on half time, for three months, 
we coygld have commanded a —cihaif 
cent per pound more on our product. Yet each 
mill went ahead onits own hook, pouring its pro- 
ducts into the markets already glutted, simply be- 
cause there was no organization and no possibility 
of concerted action. You remember how tire Fn- 
glish spinners rallied to each other last year 
against the cotton speculators. Theycould bhavye 
shut down cvery millin Englandif they had de- 
sired. As itis, they frequently buy two years sup- 
ply of cotton in one season and carry it over A 
buyer may losea cent a pound by buying cotton 
unwisely. 

In the third place, the cotton spinners of the 
south lose very heavily by incompetent or dishon- 
est sales-agents. Jn the call for our convention we 
urged each member to bring his account sales for 
the year. I found that I had received, as the fiz- 
ures showed, acenta pound more for my yarns 
than three-fourths of the members had received, 
and more than almost any member. I am sure that 
with sufficient capital 1 could open an cflice in 
New ‘York and take the product of the mills of the 
south, and realize a centa pound more than they 
get, if I controlled the product of all the mills. Let 
me show you how it works. A company organizes to 
build a mill,and put as good old farmer at the head 
ofit. The moment he buys his machinery, the 
fact is announced inthe textile papers. At once 
agents who want to controlthe sale of the products 
of the mill begin writing to him. They send a 
simple of yarn that they say they can get a cer- 
tain price for. The new manager closes with one 
of them and sends on his goods. The agent 
sends word that his yarn is not up to sample, 


and that yarn just as good 
as is his is offered for 4 cent 
less. The mill-man tells him to sell at a cent 
less. He then writes he can’t sell withouta half 
cent discount, and the mill man submits. He 


never studies the nfarket and knows nothingof it. 
Frequently the agent is honest in all this. Hay- 
ing no good customers of his own he is forced 
to catch another agent’s customers by cutting 
prices, This forces the men who are selling these 
other customers to cut, and so it goes. 
{ claim nosuperior ability and I have no su- 
perior advantages,and yet my account-sales showed 
that I got an average of a centa pound more for 
yarns than three-fourths of the mill-men present 
yesterday. 

“In the next place, by getting together and com- 
paring notes each of us learned something. There 
were many mill-men in attendance who say they 
can save a half-centcneach poundof yarn they 
Inake by practical information on mfll manege- 
meut received yesterday, and many more who wil! 
average a half-cent toa cent more for every pound 
of yarn they sell. Each.man helps the other—or- 
ganization helps us all." 

THE FUTURE OF SOUTHERN COTTON SPINNING. 
You hope for better results in the future?’ 
“Yes. As I said we have a fair advantage in the 
south of a centa pound, If we preserve this advan- 
tage by organization, by accuracy of calculation in 
building and management, by selling carefully 
and by working together we can build upa great 
and prosperous industry that can run and make 
money when New England mills will have to ehut 
down or run at <4 “loss, But if we

in the world to lose on. I hope for a great deal 


from our organization, but of course everything de. 
pends on the earnestness with which our fonthern 
spinners take hold of it. The men who make Cot 
‘ton goods are just as much interested as the spin- 
nersare. I need not go into details on this point, 
butit is time to calla halt in the general cotton 
manufacturing business in the south, and ascertain 
precisely where we stand, what we are doing and 
where we are making mistakes and how they can 
be corrected. Even those miils that are prosperous 
may become more prosperous by consultation and 
co-operation. The New England epinners have 
shown us what necessity there is for organization, 
THE NEED OF EDUCATED LABOR. 

“Do you not feel the need of educated labor? 

“Very much, There isnot aman iu my mills get. 
ting three dollars a day or more, that is native to 
the south. All that sort of skilled labor we have to 
import from New England. Naturally wedo not ge 
the best, as New England mills keep the best men 
there. Out of all the men in Georgia who get three 
dollars a day, or upwards, I do not think one ip ten 
_ southerner. We need a schoc} 
in the south to train our boys 
to these things. Why, New England wit, ber 
hundreds of mills, and operatives that for genera 
tions have been in mills, finds it necessary to stip- 
port schools of technology in order to keep up the 
supply of educated laber.”’ 

“We need such schools here." 

“Yes, and we need to revolutionize the sociad 
seniiment on this point. We want to make labor 
honorable in every sense of the word. Why, if I ad- 
vertise to-morrow fora clerk or agent at $0 a month 
I will have a hundred applications in a day. If I 
offer #3,000 or $5,000 a year fora superintendentofa 
mill-room I would have none, except from New 
Englaid. Now this is not the fauit of tne boys. 
The young fellows who are anxious to work for $50 
&@ month in a store would be glad to 
work for $300 a month in a mill, but 
their fathers, through a false pride or thoughtless 
ness, have not fitted them for such work. They 
have felt that it was beneath the 
dignity of a entleman’s son 0 go 
into a factory and thyjw off his coat and go to work 
as an apprentice. nsequently the boys grow 
up and spend anxious days looking for $50 a month 
places, while $300-a-Monuth places are looking for 
them,’’ 

“The lack of young men educated in mechanics 
and having served apprenticeships, is a great draw 
back to manufacturing growth?’ 

“Certainly, and until we manufacture more gen- 
erally we cannot prosper asa state. Do you know 
that with allits wealth of soil and opportunity, the 
only thing that the south sends out to sell for money

is a bale of colton? The ooly 
real source of weaith anywhere is 
what comes of idleness turned into work. There 


are to-day, iu my opinion, 300,000 people in Georgia 
idle to-day, who could earn fifty cents a day if ther 
were at work. This would be $1,000,000 a week ere 
ated, thatis now lost. This million dollars would 
be spent at home andjwould build upa home- 
market for the fruits, vegetables, ete., that our 
farmers now have to sacrifice to freightsin search 
of consumers. With labor made honorable in pub- 
lic estimation, as it is in reality—with a school 
of technology turning out young 
fellows educated to build factories 
and run them—proud of their profession and with 
nothing else to look to, we should have scores of 
small industries springing up—our mills properly 
managed—our idle population furnished with lu- 
crative work—and general activity and prosperity. 
We all lecture our farmers as to what to plant and 


how. They dotheirduty. Now let us do ours by 
furnishing him a busy and teeming citizenry 
that will buy his produce, near 
where he raises it, and save him tie 


freights that would otherwise eat up the results of 
hislabor. Wecanonly do this by manu factories. 
We can only get these by proeeeding ecarefulty, by 
building on facts rather than assumptions, by or- 
ganization and co-operation, by turning the tastes 
ofour young men to mechanical pursuits and 
training them for it, and by a tariff that will pro- 
tect ourindustries. But excuse me, I believe we 
don’t agree on the tariff—and—suppose we drop it 
—and—take a little walk?’’

The Railroad Commission of the Palmetto State Ia 
Consultation with the Georgia Commlesioners. 

The railroad commissioners of South Carolina 
reached the city yesterday at two o'clock, the party 
consisting of ex-Governor Bonham, ex-Governor 
Jeter and Captain L. J. Walker, They were met by 
Major Campbel! Wallace and Colonel L. N. Tram- 

sell, and were escorted to the office of the railroad 
commission. A considerable portion of the after- 
noon was spent in consultation, which will be 
resumed to-day. In answer to an inquiry one of 
the commissioners said to a CONSTITUTION reporter 
last night:

A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


A Husband Attempts to Murder His Young Wife—A 
Ghastly Spectacle. 

A private letter was received bya gentleman in 
the city yesterday, which was submitted to Govern- 
or Stephens for his action. The letter gives an ac- 
count ofa horrible tragedy, which occurred at the 
house of John Patterson, in Banks county on the 
n ight ofthe 15thinst. Joe Patterson, the son of 


John Patterson, was there with his young wife, 
whom he had married some seven or eight months 
ago. His wife was Narcissa Bell, the daughter of 
Dr. WR. Bell, quite a distinguished citizen of the 
state, now deceased, and a niece of Major Madison 
Bell, of this city, and former comptroller of this 
state. There was not known to exist the slightest 
disagreement between the young married couple. 
They had retired to their room, and when Mr. 
John Patterson and other members of the family 
were about to retire, a scream was heard in the 
room occupied by Joe Patterson and his wife. It 
was by the young wife and was a scream for 
her father-in-law’ Mr. John Patterson. He rushed 
to the door but found it locked on the inside. He 
returned fora light aud an instrument with which 
toopen the dédor, and on opening it found his 
daughjer-in-law severely cut, with two ghastly 
wounds across the throat, severing the front por- 
lion of the windpipe and leaving the muscles on 
each side of her neck horribly mangled, and all the 
important blood vessels exposed. Several other 
deep cuts had been inflicted, one piercing the lung 
on the right side. These wounds ~ been intlict- 
ed by a knife by her husband, Joe Patterson, who 
had made his escape before his father returned 
with a light. From latest recounts from the at- 
tending physician the recovery of the young wife 
is considered a)most re Saige A more horrible 
tragedy is not tobe found inthe annals of crime. 
and itis understood that Governor Stephens i- 
tends, after receiving authentic information.of the 
facts, to offera high reward for the apprehension 
of the perpetrator of the deed.

» Of the one hundred and fifty thousand dollars of 
first mortage bonds issued by the company, proba- 
bly about forty percent wiil be paid. Jt seems that 
when Governor Bullock took charge of the factory 
as roceiver twenty-one months ago, he alleged ina 
bill filed to havea receiver appointed, thatthe fac- 
tory could pay the running expenees but could not 
pay the interest on the debt.
